Alfo our Sauiour Chriſt admitteth 
childre to his preſence,embracing andbleſſing them, 
Which teſtimonies of the holie Ghoſte afſurevs,that 
infants be of the number of Gods people,and that re- 
miſſion of ſinnes doeth alſo apperteine to them in 
Chiiſt.Thercfore without injuriethey cannot bede- 
barred from the common ſigne of Gods children. | 
And yet is not this outward action of ſuch neceſſitie, 
that thelacke thereof ſhould bee hurtfullto their ſal. 
uation, if that preuented by death,they may notcon- 
uenientlicbee preſented to the Church. But wee(ba- 
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| miniſtred, will, by the power of his holie Spirit, cffe- 


uing reſpect to that obedience which Chriſtians owe 
tothevoyceandordinanceof Chriſt Ieſus (who com- 
manded to preachand baprize all withoutexception) |

teach vs, that like as water outwardlie doeth wafh a- | 
way the filth of the bodie, ſo inwardlie doth the ver- | 
tue of Chriſtes blood purge our ſoules from thatcor- | 
ruptionand deadlie poyſon, wherewith by nature we j 
were infe&ted , whoſe venomous dregges, although | 
they continue in this our fleſh, yet by the merites of 
his deathare not imputed vnto vs, becauſethe luſtice |

of Iefus Chriſt is made ours by Baptiſme,not that we 
thinke any ſuch vertueor power to be included inthe 
viſible water,or outward action.for manichaue beene 
baptized, and yet neuer inwardlic purged, but that 
ourSauiour Chriſt,who commanded Baptiſmeto be 


ctuallie worke in the heartes of his Ele&, in time con- 
uenient, all that is meant and ſignified by the ſame. 
And this the Scripture calleth our Regeneration , 
which ſtandeth chicfelic in theſe two points, In mor- 
tificatio,that is to ſay,a reſiſting oftherebellious luſts | 
of the fleſh, 8& in newneſſe of life, whereby we conti- 
nually ſtrive towalke in that pureneſle & perfection.

praiſe that which ſometimes wee haue reproouedand 
damned inthem,or els thatthe ignorant, who knowe 
not the commoditie of this moſte Godlie exerciſe, 
| ſhall contemnetheſame,we haue thought expedient, 
ſomewhat to ſpeaketotheone,and tothe other: And 
vnto the Papiſts, firſt we ſay, that as inpuritie of con- 
ſcience we haue refuſed their whole abhominations, 
and amongſt the reſt , that their ſuperſtitious and 
Phariſaicall maner of faſting , ſocuen vnto this day, 
 L = wee doc 
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weedoe continue in the ſame purpoſe , boldlic affir- 
| mingthat theirfaſting is no fakting that cuer Godap- 
proued, but that it is a deceiuing of the people, anda 
meere mocking of God, which-moſte euidentlie will 
appeare, if in the: Scriptures wee ſearch what is the 
right ende of faſting, what faſting plaſcth God,and 
which it is that his ſoule abhorreth. Of faſting, in.the 
Scriptures wee finde two ſortes, the one priuate, the 
other publike: 'The priuate,-1s that which man or wo- 
man doeth in ſecrete, and before their God, for ſuch | 
cauſes as their owne conſciences beareth record ynto | | 
them, as Dauid, during the time that his ſonne, who | | 
was begotten in adulterie; wasſtroken with morrtall 
ſickneſſe, faſted, wept,8& lay vpon the ground,becauſe 
that inthe fickneſſe of the child hedid conſider Gods 
diſpleaſure againſthimſelfe, for the remouing where- 
of, he faſted, mourned and prayed, vntill ſuch timeas 
he ſaw Gods will fulfilled, by the taking away of the 
| childe. Privatelie faſted Anna,wife to Elcana,cuenin 
the verie ſolemne feaſtes, during the time of her bar- 
renneſſe: for ſhe wept,and ate nothing, but in the bit. 
terneſle of her heart, ſhee prayed vnto the Lord, nei- 
ther ceaſed ſhee from ſorrow & mourning,vntill ſuch 
time as Eli the high- Prieft concurred with her in 
prayers, by whoſe mouth, after that he had heard her 
pitifull complaint, ſhereceiued comfort. 

Of this faſting ſpeaketh our Maiſter Ieſus Chriſt, 
in theſe words, When ye faſt, beenot ſad;asthe hypo= 
crites, for they disfigure their faces, .that-they may

They fromall cities and quar- | 
tersrepaired vnto Hieruſalem,where,vponanappoin- | 
ted day, the king and the people, yea , wiues and 
children, preſented themſelues beforethe L O R D 
inhis holie Temple,opened their neceſlitie,craued his 
helpeagainſt that raging multitude,that alwayes was 
enemic to Gods people, and gaue open confeſſion of 
theirown weakneſle, leaning onlieto the promiſeand 
proteQion of the Omnipotent. Which example,wee 
and euerie people likewiſc affaulted, may and ought 
to followe in cueric point: This onelie excepted; that 
wearenot bound to meet at any one appointed place 
| as they didat Hieruſalem:Forto no one certaineand 
| ſeuerall place is that promiſe made, that then was 
made to the Temple of Hieruſatem,which was, That 
whatſoeuer-men in their extremitie ſhould aſke of 
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GOD init, G O D ſhould grant it from his holic 
habitation in the Heauen. Ieſus the Meſlias, then loo- 
kedfor, whoſe preſence was ſought in the mercy ſeat, 
and betwixtthe Cherubims,is now entred withinthe 
vaile,that is, in the Heauen,and there avideth,onelic 
Mediator for vs,vnto whom from all the coaſts of the||l 
earth, wee may liftvpour handes, dire& our prayers, |} 
ſupplications and complaintes, and bee affured, that ||

| mies: Was the loſſe of thirtiemen (no morefellthat 
day in the edge of the ſword)ſo greata matter,that he

[and Niniue ſhall bee deſtroyed: which vnpleaſant ty- 
[dings coming to the eares of the king, he proclaimed 
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a faſt, hee humbled his owne ſoule, yea, cuenin ſack- 
cloth,and fitting in the duſt,heeſtraitlie commanded 


| | reformation of maners in all eſtates,yea,& that ſignes 


of repentance, of terrours, and feare ſhould appeare, 
not onelie in men and women, but alſo in the bruite 
beaſts, from whom was all kind of nouriſhment com- 
manded to be with-drawen,to witneſle,thatthey fea- 
redas well GODS judgement to fall vpon the crea- 
rures that ſerued themin their imptetie,as vpon them- 
ſclues that had prouoked GOD to that hote diſplea- 
ſure.Of the other the exampleis moſt notableſmoſte 
notable we ſay)becauſe that itfell in a wicked man,to 
wit, in Achab, whoby inſtigation of his wicked wife 
lezabel, gaue himſelfe rodoe all iniquitie. And yet, 
when that he heardthe feartull threatnings of GOD 
pronounced by the Prophet Elias,againſt him,againſt 
his wife and houle, hee rent his royall garmentes, put 


| on ſack-cloth,ſlept therein,faſted,and went bare-foo- 


ted. What enſued theone, and the other, oftheſe we 

ſhall heareheereafter. | 
The fourth cauſeof publike faſting and mourning 
(for they two muſt euer bee joyned) is iniquitie de- 
ſcried, that was not before rightlie conſidered, thete- 
ſtimoniewhereof wehaucin Ezra,afterthe reduQion 
of the capriuitie, and that the Temple and the worke 
ofthe LORDS houſe was ſtayed : it was ſhewed 
vnto Ezra, that the peopleof Iſtaell, the Prieſtes and 
the Leuites , were not rome from the people of 
id according totheir abho- 
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| theirſonnes, the daughters of the Canaanites,the Pe. 
rizzites, Hiuites, Iebuſites, Amorites, Moabites, and 
Zgyprtians,fo that the holteſcede was mixt with pro- 
| phane [dolaters, which thing beeing vnderſtood, and 
moredeepelie conſidered than it was before, forthen 
Ezra ſaw juſt cauſe why the worke of the Lord prof: 
pered not in their hands,this confidered,weſay,Ezra, 
taking vpon him the ſtnne and offence of the whole 
people,rent his cloathies, and pulled foorth the haires 
- | of his head and bearde, ſate as a mian deſolate of all 
comfort.till the euening ſacrifice, and then rifing,hee 
bowed his knees,and ſtretched foorth his handes be- 
fore the Lord, and madea moſte firmple-and humble 
confeſſion of all the enormities that were committed 
by the people, as well before the captiuitie , as after 
their returning, and ceaſed not his lamentable com. 
/plainr , vntill ſuch time as a great multitude of men,

[lie exerciſes is deſperation, for with what courage 
can anie man with continuance call vpon'G O. D, 
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accept his prayerornots How ſhall hee humble him- 


confcſle his offences, if hee bee not perſwaded that 
there is mercie and good will in GOD to pardon his 
ſinnes, to accepthimin fauour,and to grantvatohim 
more than his owne heart, in themidit of his dolour, 
can require or imagine? 

True itis,that this yenome of deſperation is neuer 
throughlie purged from ourheartes, ſo long as wee 
carie this mortall carkaſſe : But yet the conſtant pro- 
miſesof our G O D, and the manifolde documentes 
of his mercie and helpe ſhewed vnto men, in their 
oreateſt extreamirie, ought to animatevs to followe 
their example, and to hope for the ſame ſucceſſethat 
they haue gotren aboue mansexpectation. Iofaphar, 
after his humiliation and prayer, obtained the vieto-! 
rie, without the loſle of anie of his ſouldiers, forthe 
LOR D raiſed Ammon and Moab againſt the in- 
habitantes of Mount Seir , who beeing vtterlie de- 
ſtroyed, cucrie one of the enemiesof G O D S peo. 
ple lift vp his ſworde againſt another, till that of that

ua and the Iſraelites, after their dejetion , were 
comforted againe. Niniuewas preſerued, albeit that

that time,we ſay, we haue found the face of our God
